But lie has also denied Freud's 
assertion that the imagination, the 
“ constitutive mental faculty " of 
art, has retained its freedom from 
the reality principle m the cost of 
being ineffective in reality. 

For Wellershoff, then, the vole of 
literature is vital : to act as “ a 
proving-ground for the intellectual 
and social flexibility essential to a 
modern society To do ('his, it must 
adopt the tactic of “irritation*’: by 
disturbing our expectations, by 
being transformative rather than 
normative. Perhaps unexpectedly, 
Russian Formalism — with its con- 
tvpt of nstraneniye, making the 
familiar strange— is here enlisted to 
uphold the social validity of litera- 
ture, together with u dose of infor- 
mation theory and nml-nmlioritar- 
inn sociology. Parallels are also 
drawn with schizophrenia und drug- 
experiences as extensions of con- 
sciousness; literature reverses the 
process by which our perceptions 
become atrophied and we lose " infor- 
mation 

To activate our slumbering phan- 
tasy and intensity our awureness, 
literature must be spiced with un- 
certainty and formal complexity ;

From ilie title one passes to tlie 
lihiih, which makes u pair of 
grand i]iH|iieiit eluiins. The first is 
i li.n the leiteis “deal with many of 
the liierary causes evlihrett nf tiiis 
century This is elsewhere 

CUiiliniisly mudified to “ the la.sL 
fifty ye ar.s ", and "the past furiy 
years ”, hut, since only eight nf these 
sixty-sevt-n h 'iters date frinu liefnre 
tlie iniil-l'ifiOs, twenty years might 
have liceii a more accurate, if less 
ivmiii ml i ugly nniiiiscifiil, esiiiiiiite. 
Sivniuily Mr Tasker is said tn have 
pci formed “ the difficult, job” of 
retrieving tlio letters from the 
yellowed and dusty buck numbers of 
muliilinliuniis journals, but this, loo, 
seems n less than heroic kihnur, 
since tlie majority were addressed io 
the TLS, the New Statesman, The 
Spectator or The Listener. 

At last one reuches Mr Tasker’s 
own introduction, a tissue of snarls 
ami slippery argument. Its charac- 
teristic tone is hair-ten ring and apo- 
calyptic — Dr Leavis himself occasion- 
ally manages a sober Johnsonian 
pomp in ill-temper; Mr Tnsker’s 
voice simply becomes high-pitched 
and distraught, when he confides 
iltni in his “ darker moments” he 
feels Dr Leavis to have written civi- 
lization's epitaph, denounces the 
“dirty literary politics" of “the re- 
viewing coagulation ”, praises Dr 
l.envi.s for “ iudufutigimhly ” [sic] 
striving to create an educated public, 
or plunges inio the vast profound nf 
bathos in describing the intellect mil 
passion of bis hern, an utterly Kng- 
iisli figure, us “ utmost French ’’. Mr 
Tasker thinks of criticism ns News of 
the World sensution-mongcrlng : he 
calls discusious of Slmkesncnie and 
Shelley “ the critical scandals nf the 
century”; nnd there is an ugly 
Schadenfreude in his enjoyment of 
“the smarting sense nf numiliuiian 
and defeat” inflicted by Dr Leavis 
on liis opponents, He gives his 
readers no clmnce to enjoy this for 
themselves, since the contributions 
nf others to these epistolary disputes 
have nni hern in eluded. Mr Tusker's 
jtislilicaiiiui of this extraordinary 
suppression of other points of view, 
a m-trnyul of l)r l.euvis’s “creative 
play of differences ”, slides from line 
evasion in aunt Iter. Hu is first 
putrnnmiig alicmi the rapacity of 
his rradris hi hear too modi reality 
• lie fears that having to peruse nil 
the evidence “ would he imulerahly 
exlia ii sling ", although the hnuk is 
so short, anti 2D per cent of it is 
blank paper, nn appropriate frame 
for Dr l.euvis’s uuthieaks of con 
cent ruled teichincss. 

From this he moves tn pitying Di 
Leavis’s opponents, whose minds in 
any case are not fine enough m guar- 
antee their letters permanent inter- 
est. But .it last ihe appearance of jus 
lice is dropped altogether, and Mr 
Tasker settles into hrutal dismissal : 

Mr Fries! ley, Professor Dniches. 
Dr Holloway und Lord Annan had 
their say at the time the relevant let- 
ter was first published, or had their 
nppnrt'iniiy to have their say.” This 
retinae live muzzling does harm to 
Mr Tasker’s own champion, whose 
gibes and sallies lack an object, and 
turn into mere shadow-box ing ; simi 
lady Mr Tasker is liiimourlcssly car 
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• Po.yiticm, this collection nan be 

• lnvp . as — “ a series of lyrical jimins aljout scatual 
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nblo of calling Ur Leavis ait engaged 
critic, not a precious aesthete, on the 
basis of liis avowal that lie “signed 
the Liberal candidate's mini hint ion 
paper, and subscribed in the Liberal 
election Lund" — miller a timid 
entry, this, into what Mr Tusker 
calls with relish “ the fray ”. Mi Tas- 
ker bus indeed studied the niasier's 
faults : Dr Leavis scuffs in one of 
these letters that everyone knows lie 
writes badly, lun never as badly as 
Mr Tasker, wild can lung.* ft mil lliini- 
dci tuis bluster almiu “ iulautile 
stupidity ” (it being a quiik of botli 
master and disciple to deny intelli- 
gence, and even the ability Ln read, 
to those who differ frum them) to a 
grotesquely graceful flourish : “ The 
willingness to porn, if 1 may coin u 
verb for the nonce. . . .’’ With dis- 
ciples like Mr Tusker, Dr Leavis 
needs no enemies. 

Mr Tasker has devised n series of 
malevolent titles for the letters: one 
in which Dr Leavis wonders if 
Graham Hough is actually literate is 
headed “ The Critical Indisposition 
of Mr Hough ” ; another brags of 
“ The Discrediting of Mr Grigson ”. 
The letters themselves amount to 
little more than fisticuffs : critical 
views arc once or twice asserted, with 
n dogmatic limitation of imaginative 
symputhy which is familiar— Mea- 
sure fur Measure is said in missing 
lo ho “much greater" than Othello, 
and the novels nf the great trudiiion 
nrc snid to he ** organized in ways 
that relate them to the umuiic pluys 
of Shakespeare ”, which Is the Brtul- 
leyaii heresy in obtuse reverse— but 
for the most part one finds brow- 
beating, insult nnd nrgiinieutntiva 
indirection which might have pussed 
for thinking when tlio squabbles 
were new, hut look menu and shabby 
when revived here. Hammering in- 
sistence makes 41 intelligence ” and 
the ability tn 44 read ”, ns apart front 
turning over the pages, l lie mono- 
poly of Dr Leavis himself— liis is 
totalitarian criticism, and it knows 
about slur hy association : F. W. 
Ilimlhriink " seems in think that 
there is relev.uu point in telling yniir 
readers that Professor l.innel Trilling 
Inis expressed a high opinion nf 
The Princess Casanmssinw. Does 
Mr Brndhrunk mean tluii hu shares 
it ? Professor Trilling has also 
expressed a high opinion of the 
novels nnd the intellect of Sir Charles 


Snow. Docs Mr TWadhrnnk share

Like Dr Howsc, In* is driven to in- 
terpret a slight to himself as proof 
positive uf our culture’:; rottenness.

A a 
alarming sign is i lie- .ili'abiliar brush- 
ing ubidc ui pi aise. .is if no "tie were 
worthy to offer it: Laurence Lor nor 
receives a sneer for his compliments 
to NcrutiiiUj and Dr Leavis thinks 
“ it would be indecent In me, as well 
as ridiculous, to accept the credit” 
for having prompted Richard Hog- 
gart's Uses of Literacy ; while a terse 
letter in praise of A. J. A. Waldock’s 
study of Paradise Lost is undone by 
the abrasive final sentence: 44 1 had 
better, perhaps, add that I have 
never met Mr Waldock and know 
nothing about him ” — which both 
consigns Mr Waldock to limbo mid 
reveals how little Dr Leavis takes 
intellectual impartiality for granted : 
a statement of lack of Interest is felt 
to be necessary, but his graceless way 
of making it diminishes and dis- 
misses the book he supposedly set 
out to praise. There are other tor- 
tuous enses of the rhetoric of tem- 
perament. : saying that “ I have, in 
the past, lenrnt of facts that concent 
me nearly and very significantly 
from the press ” both disclaims pub- 
licity and glories in it, as does, mare 
transparently, a locution like this : 

14 The practice of culling attention to 
my insignifiennee bv dragging in my 
name gnituiiimisly is one with which 
readers of reviews are familiar.” 
Another topns Is to begin with n face- 
saving statement of indifference ("it 
hardly, at the lime, seemed to mu to 
matter much”), or the convention of 
l'uinai'king that a journal’s reference 
to hint has been brought to his lonely 
(mention by a loyal friend. 

At time* one ii iiuliiu'il to believe 
Mr Tasker’s in Bated rkiim iIilu ibis 
work is n cimiiihutiun in the art uf 
letter-writing, fur here we find us in- 
triguing a com hi it at inn uf self- 
righteous miss und nitii.il fantasy us 
in anything written by tlie heroines 
nf ItiihimKon.

One of the most surprising nspects 
of tile military history of the Span-

Veil In the '20s, it was being 
suggested (proliubly via Murry & 
Moncrieff) that I was jealous of

fame! Even the reticence of my 
foreword was "used against me *'. 
The hostility la Middleton Murry, 
recurrent jn these notes, goes back, 
according to title of Llicm, to his 
unfiivourahlc review of Sassoon *9 
CniiN/w-M/iflrft in the columns of 
The Nation in July 1918 : 

As I Loltl you, this was done by 
J- M. Murry entirely against 
Mas9ingham's intentions. Had 
HWM seen the proofs he would 
have forbidden trie review. The 
book was given to Murry on the 
under standing that he would 
praise it. For some incalculable 
reason he turned spiteful against 
ine. HWM did what ho could by 
getting B. Russell and others to 
write letters. 

Certainly one would have expected 
The Nation, vigorously anti-war as- 
It was, to have been much more 
hospitable to the book than to 
dismiss it as “ merely a cry of pain ” 
where " the comprehension does not 
go far enough " ; certainly corres- 
p on dents in the next few issues con- 
ducted a vigorous- counter-attack. 

By bracketing Middleton Murry 
with Moncrieff in the 1920s, how- 
ever, Sassoon is adverting to another 
embarrassment altogether. C. K. 
Scott Moncrieff, die translator of 
Proust, had known Owen in 1918 and 
is mentioned in his letters. But in 
P ec ^!pber 1920, reviewing Poems 
i \£ ,c ^ a,u Witness, he suggested 
that Owen's invaliding home in 1917 
liad been occasioned by a loss of 
morale under fire. Murry had re- 
peated this in his review of Poems 
\ x '{ he Athenaeum on February 19, 
192 i, as hud Robert Nichols In The 
Observer on December 19, 1920. 
Utat all uf th em intended the dis- 
closure as a criticism of the in- 
humanity of the War Office in 
sending Owen back to the front did 
imi reduce rite distress it caused to 
Owen s family, t«i Sassi.on, ami prnb- 
uul.v tu orlters. Sassoon sums it up: 

I was i , .Mivnn?iy iinnoycd by 
Sicoir iMndi'i iet I ill-tick- — perhaps 
unreasonably--- because I had deli- 
berately made my foreword to the 

K oeins impersonal & reticent, be- 
eving that this was the best way

ne so done). MoncriefF’s personali- 
ties were exactly what I*d wished 
m avoid. (It should bo noiod that 
Moncrieff had always been hostile

In these days unyone joining rho 
trilie of Nelson biiigraplicrs must 
sliuw a valid excuse fur doing su. 
Tiic reason for this hook is the neces- 
sity of including him in Lhe “ Groin 
Cum mu i idors ” series Inuuclierl by 
tlie pubiisbers. This being the case 
the reader might expect some assess- 
ment of Nelson as a tactician and as 
ft 1 cutler of men. In the last pages 
Roy Hattersley attempts to deal with 
the latter, though little Is said of 
Nelson's electrifying influence un 
his oliiccrs ; but of his innovations 
in tactics there is no mention. The 
description of what happened at the 
battle of Cape St Vincent is al- 
together mystifying and in one place 
the Impression is given that Nelson 
broke the line at Copenhagen. There 
are too many misspellings of names 
In tills book to mistako them for 
misprints: Momttray for Moutray, 
Bolton for Boulton, Allamaud for 
Allcmand ami so on. Wilfred Col- 
llngwood is habitually confused with 
Cutlibcrt and George III becomes 
George IV in one of the captions. - 
It may be pedantic to object to 
celling a ship “ it or to find Corn- 
wallis blockading Cadiz, but gunnery 
officers will surely appreciate this: 

“ The gun-layers in the British raen- 
of-war could re-charge faster and aim 
strnighter than any fighting sailors 
in the world. It was their trade. 
Thanks to the standard upon which 
Nelson insisted, they were superb 
tradesmen.” The bibliography con- 
tains no reference to any primary 
sources and the name of Mahan is 
misspelled twice. The book is, how- 
ever, generously illustrated.

Lii in brick who inis produced this 
admirable " History nl Sind " series, 
the first, introductory volume, based 
on the in ode] of the nld Gazetteers of 
the British raj, dealt with geographi- 
cal, climatic and demographic fea- 
tures which have shaped tho history, 
culture mid language of the people. 
He has followed this up with an ex- 
cellent study of the history of Sind 
Irom the remotest discoverable 
epochs to the eve of the Muslim 
conquest. The great merit of this 
book is the skill with which Dr 
Lanibrick constructs' a convincing 
account of the rise and decline nf the 
Indus civilization. Recent uichacn- 
ogical discoveries have greatly enl- 
arged our knowledge nf this curious, 
Hidebound, unadaptable empire, 
whose lifeblood whs interiiiitinnol 
trade based upon the fertility 
brought by the Indus inuiidarioiis. 

When the Indus shifted, Dr 
Lanibrick concludes, the raison 
fetre of Molten jo Durd ceased; and 
It was merely a poor remnant nf the 
once numerous population who were 
caught and killed by raiders from 
the west. There arc many gaps 
between the decay of the Indus 
civilization and the re-Giuergence of 
firm evidence In the records of 
Alexander the Great's invasion ; 
across these gaps Dr Lambrick does 
bis best to lead us. From such evi- 
dence a s there is. a picture emerges 
nf h t eudal civil i/a [ it i ii which culmi- 
nates ill till- idiiuiM I'l- u Ionic Suga ul 
the Sdtachnmna and of the Bralimln 
turned Kshattnya who rose to the 
throne by murder and intrigue with 
the aid of his Master's Queen. Mean- 
while. Buddhism and Uraimihiism 


vie with line another ; then coine the 
early contacts with Islam, partly in 
die form of exploratory raids uud 
Partly wx puniUvc expeditions to 
nvenge nirucy. This is an excellent 
bonk, which is immensely reiuiiihle. 
The npiuiriitus criticus ' is heyonrl 
reproach, lint the index is lolullv 
inadequate. 

I'kuow/hk, (Stkivaht. The Caesars' 
Wives. 192pp. Ilmlder and Slough- 
ton. £3.25. 

The Caesars ami their Women 
might have been a heller title, for 
there is as much in the bunk about 
the Caesars as there is ahum their 
women, and their women were hy 
no means always their wives. There 
were the concubines, like Vespas- 
ian’s admirably businesslike Ciicnis, 
and there were the mistresses — to 
.say nothing of the wives of other 
people. Claudius's wives — Mossulhiu 
who lusted fur men uud Agrippina 
who, like her moihor, lusted for 
power — ure the most sensational of 
the empresses. Livia and IMotiua 
are the most import unt politically ; 
Stewart Ferownc fancifully pictures 
the tehitioiiship of Augustus uud 
Livia as that of Queen Victoria und 
the Prince Ccmxurt in reverse. There 
was the tragic little mouse Octavia 
and tlie chill Snhinn. And there are 
nil the blanks which we lack the 
evidence to fill ; for instance, itow 
did Corhulo's daughter, constantly 
on the brink of divorce during mar- 
riage, spend the thirty or mure year* 
of her widowhood, once she had 
succeeded in murdering her hus- 
band Doinilitiu ? Mr 1’uroivnc has 
chosen good illustration from .statues 
and coins and his hook is full of 
Immunity nod interest.
